Genial Trade

In San Francisco, as Elsewhere, the Well-Grounded Bookman May 


Have Found Business Slow This 


ONDAY morning, a glorious day, 
M following a Sunday that nature 

lavished her spring delights upon 
so that it might be a type to fit the per- 
petual boast of Californians when refer- 
ring to their climate, was hardly the proper 
setting in which to demand, ‘““What’s the 
matter with the book business, if any- 
thing ?” 

And the answers? A perfect deluge, 
in which dollar books, circulating libraries, 
special discounts, the present ‘‘depression,” 
unfair competition of bridge, golf, the 
“talkies,” and a host of lesser complaints 
tought for recognition. 

“Business?” echoed one dealer queru- 
lously, “Business is rotten.” 

To the request for specifications, he 
added, “The people who were my best 
customers were crimped in the ‘crash’; 
and the dollar book buyers haven’t gradu- 
ated to fine books yet.” 

“Bookselling is a luxury trade,” con- 
cluded one of his fellows, ‘‘and in bad 
times all such suffer.” 

Another cheerful analyst decided “that 
the bookmen have only themselves to blame. 
Most of them are asleep. Conditions have 
changed and they don’t realize it. You 
don’t sell books today, you sell service. My 
business is better this year than last.”’ 

And then there are the department stores 
Where the managers of the book depart- 
ments smile pleasantly and refuse to see

much wrong. “Dollar books? They have 
come to stay. Yes, they hurt the sales of 
poorer non-fiction titles, but they increase 
the number of unit sales. That means 
more buyers and our turnover is constantly 
mounting.” 

“Oh, we’ll muddle along somehow until 
things get better, I guess,” was the com- 
forting assurance of one dealer, but all felt 
that there was something wrong, and yet 
none had a complete solution for the dif- 
ficulty. 

One bookish philosopher decided that 
San Francisco was no different from other 
American cities. ‘‘We’re living,” he said, 
“in an age of transition and we don’t 
realize it. Were groping for a panacea 
and in the meantime we're sitting back 
smugly hoping that the tide will turn, that 
the buyers will flock back again, and we’re 
not doing anything to make the public want 
what we have for sale. No, I don’t mean 
advertising; I mean that we don’t know 
what’s between the covers. We recommend 
what we haven’t read. You can make a 
buyer want a good book if you’re enthusi- 
astic about it, familiar with it. All of us 
who are selling books should question our 
own shortcomings before claiming that 
everything under the sun is wrong with 
the book business.”’ 

Just what is the matter? 

The introduction of the chain store with 
modern methods of merchandising brought 
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forth wails from every neighborhood gro- 
cery and drug store; but we still have the 
two systems working side by side, with this 
difference, however: The neighborhood 
store that has survived has accepted the new 
conditions, has blossomed out in new rai- 
ment—new and attractive store fronts, new 
ideas of cleanliness and service. In the 
march of progress the weaker fall by the 
wayside. What is true of the neighborhood 
store is equally true of the average book- 
seller. “Ihe man who accepts the fact that 
things are not what they once were and 
makes the most of it will have little to 
complain of. 

Of course, the book business is not what 
it used to be. Nothing is. Life is quite a 
different adventure today from what it was 
fifty—even twenty-five years ago. The 
tempo is quicker; we're much more impa- 
tient. “There are more outlets for leisure. 
The old fashioned picture of the family 
gathered about the living room table, each 
member with a book to help pass the 
evening hours would bring a smile to the 
average household today. It just isn’t done. 
But people still read, and they will con- 
tinue to read; and reading means booksell- 
ing. One trouble is that booksellers do not 
realize the position they should occupy in 
our social economy, and it is a most im- 
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portant one. In their hands lies the d.f- 
fusion of knowledge, but unfortunatel, 
that also means that they must be equipped 
for the service they are expected to render. 
How many are? 

A little money, a location and a desire 
seem to be all that many have thought 
necessary to possess in order to embark in 
the bookselling trade. San Francisco is no 
different from other American cities. What 
holds true here, is true elsewhere. We have 
our misfits, and they are the ones who 
complain loudest about “hard times.” The 
well-grounded bookman may have found 
business a little slow this past year, but he 
is not discouraged. He knows that he has 
a place in the city’s life, and he is doing 
his part to fill it. 

One change that is becoming more and 
more apparent here every day is the sever- 
ance of old and rare books from the selling 
of current books. ‘The new book business 
is drifting more and more toward the de- 
partment stores, equipped as they are to 
handle quantity. Choice items—old books, 
rare books, press books—require a more in- 
timate surrounding; one in which person- 
ality rather than merchandise is_all-im- 
pertant.

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is so, the future of the rare book business 
‘s certain. It may lag at times, but will 
always recover. 

One dealer makes a plea for more rigid 
ethical conditions, another for a better un- 
derstanding on the part of the publishers 
of the retailers’ difficulties. Both should re- 
ceive attention. And then there is the 
novice without training in the traditions 
of the craft—a passing and slightly dis- 
turbing element which increased knowledge 
will eliminate. 

The future looks hopeful. Every book- 
man is convinced that the worst is past. 
All are buying with greater care, which 
is a reminder to the publishers that the

best is always salable. San Francisco will 
continue to buy its books and to read them, 
and the dealers are turning their eyes in- 
ward, questioningly, wondering if they, 
themselv es, are not largely to blame for the 
conditions about which they complained. 

San Francisco boasts many unusual book- 
shops, bright spots tourist rave over, and 
of which its citizens are proud. The dis- 
couragements of the past year have made 
their owners think deeply, and the result 
is a new outlook, a better appreciation of 
the wants of their customers, so that the 
question, “Just what is the matter?” now 
brings a smile, a suggestion that “things 
are better.” 


The Rare Book Trade 


Ernest Dawson 


We Are Emphasizing Too Few Fields of Book Collecting 


OST rare book dealers have “‘one 
man shops.” Much of the buy- 
ing, selling, cataloging, and dic- 

tating of letters is done by the proprietor. 
If he is absent, little business can be done. 
It seems to me that this policy is not only 
poor bus.:ness, but robs the assistants of the 
joys of creative work. 

Most of the dealers specialize strongly 
in one or two lines. When their specialty 
is in the ascendancy, fine, but when in the 
doldrums it would seem good business to 
shift emphasis to the lines that are more 
active, 

Dealers hesitate to change their special- 
ties and tactics, yet I know it to be true 
that six weeks to three months’ intensive 
study on any phase of book collecing would 
qualify any intelligent dealer to handle 
that line with profit. 

During the summer of 1929 I spent six 
weeks at the University of California 
studying illuminated manuscripts. The sub- 
Ject is worth a life of study. Nevertheless, 
in six weeks I learned something that 
opened a world of interest and pleasure to 
me, and has since enabled me to buy and 
sell many thousands of dollars’ worth of 
mediaeval vellum manuscripts and separate 
leaves, 

But even if a man cannot be a specialist 
in such widely varied subjects as incunab- 


ula, Americana, and modern firsts, it is 
possible to secure experts in these lines and 
any proprietor can quickly acquire sufficient 
knowledge to direct the general activities 
of such departments. 

I have taken young people just out of 
college, and in six months to a year, they 
know more on a given subject than I ever 
hope to. But they require encouraging and 
need to be given power to make an oc- 
casional mistake, if they are to learn to 
make more than an occasional hit. 


Long Credit 

Perhaps the greatest bane of the rare 
book business today is long credit. We are 
too easy with our customers. We _ use 
plenty of brains in selling and leave collec- 
tions to our office girls. We take advantage 
of every modern device to sell, telephone, 
telegraph, catalogs, personal letters, per- 
sonal calls, yet haven’t the nerve to tell a 
customer frankly when his account is un- 
satisfactory. 

Being too lax with “accounts receivable” 
it becomes all too easy to drift with “‘ac- 
counts payable.” If we would fearlessly 
face this situation and buy and sell on short 
credit the status of the trade would be 
greatly improved. 


Mark Ups 
The most successful merchandising is 
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done on a percentage mark-up—cost, plus 
overhead expense, plus a fair percentage of 
profit, the latter rarely exceeding 10%. The 
rare book business should be no exception. 
We all like to make an occasional “find” — 
and we make an occasional mistake, but I 
believe on the average we should do busi- 
ness on a percentage mark-up. 

To be able to do this we must, of course, 
know our cost of doing business and must 
have an accounting system that tells us just 
where we stand. I fear there is much lax- 
ity on this point. 


One Price Policy 

Interrelated with these other problems is 
the need for a one price policy. Ifa dealer 
gives a few favored customers special prices 
he will consciously or unconsciously price 
items that appeal to these customers higher 
than he otherwise would. 

I have found that collectors who ask for 
discounts are the choosiest of buyers. They 
want the best. If one has one’s stock 
marked fairly, viz., on the basis of cost 
plus overhead expense plus a profit of not 
over 10% one just can’t afford to give a 
discount on the best stock. If the dealer 
could choose the stock to be sold at a spe- 
cial price, that would be fine—in fact that 
is just what he does in holding a sale—in 
which case he reduces for clearance, stock 
which is not readily salable. 

I adopted the one price system about 
twelve years ago, largely because I wished 
to build up an organization. I couldn’t 
well permit indiscriminate price reductions 
by assistants nor could I stand the strain 
of having these matters constantly referred 
to me, so I established a strictly one price 
policy. Every clerk in the shop knows that 
what he is selling is fairly priced and knows 
that no head of a department nor even 
the proprietor will take the sale out of his 
hands by making a price reduction. 

Occasionally I have lost a sale, but on 
the whole it has been the most satisfactory 
policy I ever inaugurated. It makes for 
greater happiness and satisfaction in our 
store force and I am sure enables us to 
serve our clientele better. 


Condition 
During the past few years most dealers 
have preached the doctrine of “conditions” 
—‘Pay any price for a fine copy and do 
not have a poor copy at any price.” No- 
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body objects to fine copies but the cult has 
gone too far when five to ten times as 
much is asked for a book in fine condition 
as complete copies in original bindings in 
moderate condition can be had for. These 
tactics, too, are discouraging collectors of 
moderate means. 

Books are after all meant to be read and 
there is something to be said on the senti- 
mental or human interest side for the vol- 
ume that has been loved and read by for- 
mer owners. 


New Fields of Collecting 


We as booksellers are failing to stimulate 
interest in general literature—excepting in 
First Editions. 

I believe there is a field in encouraging 
college professors and students in universi- 
ties as well as the general public to buy 
good Histories, Poetry, Essays, Latin 
Classics, not First Editions, but 16th to 
middle 19th century well-printed books— 
worthy stuff, that rightly should be col- 
lected and yet costs so little. 

There is an infinite number of 16th 
century Latin, French, and Italian books 
going begging for a few shillings, that a 
little brain power and some research would 
determine were done by printers of note, 
illustrated by worthy artists, and frequently 
are in contemporary bindings of taste. 

Who these days gives attention to the 
fine engravings of the 18th and early roth 
century? Moreau and Eisen should charm 
the 20th century as they did the roth. 

We are emphasizing too few fields of 
book collecting. Let’s try to spread interest 
into little explored fields—for instance 16th 
century woodcuts, neglected presses such as 
Aldines, Plantin, Elzevir, Barbou, Foullis, 
Ebarra. Old Bibles are among the most 
fascinating and most profitable lines of col- 
lecting and selling. 

Single leaves of famous books, antiphonal 
vellum leaves, old colored maps, costume 
and other colored prints are interesting and 
profitable and encourage collecting on 4 
large scale. Why not collect “Second Edi- 
tions” or authors’ first books or their latest 
revisions ? 

At a recent auction in Philadelphia many 
books of fine old engravings sold for 10% 
to 25% of what the same items would have 
sold for fifty years ago when more atten- 
tion was paid to such material. Here 's 
a wide field almost entirely neglected. ! 
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Looking along Post Street, heart of San Francisco's book section 


wonder how many dealers could give a 
satisfactory selling talk on mezzotints, 
aquatints, color printing, steel engravings, 
etc, 

We have failed to point out the charm 
of possessing and reading Old English 
Classics in contemporary calf. I saw 
thousands of such volumes and sets lan- 
guishing on booksellers’ shelves which a 
little originality in selling would transfer 
to collectors’ shelves. 

_It seems to me that our present genera- 
tion of rare book dealers has acquired one 
track minds or else become lazy. Everyone 
is searching for “Scarlet Letters,” “Moby 
Dicks,” Kelmscott Chaucers, and perhaps 
a total of not more than five hundred titles 
that a few wealthy clients have been edu- 
cated to buy and these titles must be “as 
new in the original bindings. 


; New Collectors Needed 
I like a diversified stock and a diversified 
clientele. I’m afraid too many dealers cul- 
tivate a very few good customers (which 
is well of course) but to the exclusion of 


the broader aspect of giving service and 
stimulating interest that may be fruitful in 
years to come. The stock market crash 
affected suddenly the incomes of many good 
collectors, and some dealers saw practically 
their entire business vanish overnight. ‘To 
those who were selling by catalog, to li- 
braries, and to miscellaneous collectors the 
break made a much smaller impression. 

My greatest concern, next to the pleasant 
handling of the daily routine, is to stimu- 
late new interest among old customers and 
to bring our shop and services to the at- 
tention of new prospects. ‘This is accom- 
plished by bargain tables, window displays, 
frequent issuing of catalogs, special lists and 
letters, talks and displays in schools and 
clubs, selling and buying trips to other 
cities, and above all by having the best as- 
sistants that are available. 


Training Assistants 
But little headway has been made in re- 
cent years in the matter of store force 
training. Yet this is highly important both 
for the assistants and the proprietor. 
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In from three to five years a clerk learns 
the routine and gets a general grounding 
in the book business. “To keep interest up 
beyond that time requires some kind of 
stimulation. It can be accomplished in 
numerous ways, by subscribing for trade 
papers to be sent direct to the clerk’s home, 
by lecture courses, by buying or selling 
trips, and trips to study the shops in other 
cities, by sending them out to give book 
talks in schools and clubs, by meetings of 
the store force, but above all by the direct 
and personal suggestions for study and ef- 
fort given by the proprietor to his personnel. 

I recently adopted the policy of sending 
our sales force, one at a time, to the Hun- 
tington Library for two weeks’ intensive 
study on some specific subject. The results 
have been gratifying. Such subjects as In- 
cunabula, Bacon - Shakespeare, aquatint 
color books, historic bindings, illuminated 
manuscripts have been studied, with the 
result that on return to the shop, the sales- 
person has in every case made splendid 
sales in that department. 

But of much greater importance than the 
sales has been the added zest that the whole 
shop has put into the daily job since this 
experiment was started. 

I hope to make it a fixed policy to give 
a two weeks’ study period each year to each 
one in our shop with full pay, and to those 
who use the time to special advantage I 
will have no hesitancy in extending the 
time to four weeks or more. 


Catalogs 

Not enough dealers are either investing 
in or cashing in on “publicity.” 

Catalogs should be issued regularly, 
certainly not less often than four times a 
year and standard size catalogs can be 
profitably supplemented by departmental 
mimeograph or printed lists. I asked one 
dealer who has been issuing catalogs for 
many years regarding his recent experience. 
He had done nothing in over a year be- 
cause of the depression and had quite re- 
cently withdrawn a catalog that was ready 
for the printer because some fellow book- 
man had reported poor results on a recent 
list. When he does get to it again a large 
proportion of his clientele will have moved, 
changed tastes, or more likely changed 
booksellers. 

I have throughout the depression printed 
the normal number of catalogs, about eight 
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a year, supplemented by about an equal 
number of departmental lists. These have 
without exception paid, and they have made 
us independent of local conditions. Orders 
come from all parts of the country. On 
one occasion the orders east of the Missis- 
sippi exceeded those received from our 
whole western territory. 

Catalogs are of the greatest value for 
general publicity. I seldom meet a book 
collector in any part of the world who 
does not know our shop from having seen 
our catalogs. Collectors also are more 
likely to sell to dealers who issue catalogs. 
I recall issuing a list of Christian Science 
Rarities once that sold very little but it 
brought me several good libraries of this 
material that was worth many times the 
catalog cost. 

There should be a catalog department if 
anything permanent is to be achieved. At 
least one person should give full time to 
it. It is of equal importance to secure 
names, classify them, eliminate poor names 
and see that live ones get special attention. 
The proprietor’s time is too valuable for 
anything except supervision of this de- 
partment. 


Next Generation of Booksellers 


As I look over the field, I wonder 
where the next generation of booksellers 
will come from, and what kind of service 
they will render for the profit they expect 
to make 

We have today a considerable group who 
have made money, and who, despite hard 
times, still have enough. ‘Their wants and 
expenses are comparatively small ; they have 
large stocks, and by making a few sales 
they can keep going till times improve. But 
is there not a duty to one’s public apart 
from making money? A lawyer, doctor, or 
college professor who would fail to give 
the best that is in him because he was not 
in need of money, would surely not merit 
our esteem. ; 

We should see that the foundations ot 
our civilization are dependent upon books. 
We should appreciate and encourage the 
purchase of fine printing. We should un- 
derstand and proclaim the beauty, of book 
illustrating from mediaeval times to our 
Flints, Rackhams and Kents. 

We should be the exponents of real 
craftsmanship in binding, and above all we 
should encourage the buying and reading 
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of real literature. We should bring to the 
attention of our customers the masterpieces 
of all the ages:—In short, we should be 
bookmen first, last and all the time, and 
we can be assured that a fair reward will 
be ours. 

I recently returned from a three weeks’ 
buying tour of the rare book shops and 
auctions of New York, Boston and Chicago. 

My observation is that the one live sub- 
ject in rare books today is “American 
Firsts.’ The Kane sale indicated this—the 
first half was finely selected rare books, old 
English firsts, color books and almost with- 
out exception they went much under mar- 
ket prices. The second half contained some 
choice copies of notable American firsts, 
and most of them brought record prices. 
“Tom Sawyer,” $1950; “Last of the Mo- 
hicans,” $3200; “Luck of Roaring Camp,” 
$425; “Walden,” $230; and “Little Lord 
Fauntleroy,” $130. 

My good friend, Arthur Swann, believes 
that the interest in American firsts has 
hardly begun, and I am inclined to agree, 
but if a recession does come, it will not 
catch me with the major portion of my 
capital tied up in them. 

This was quite different from any former 
trip. Never before had rare book men 
so uniformly agreed that business was bad. 
They are a more chastened lot than I had 
hitherto known—quite a contrast to my 
last trip nearly three years ago, when the 
boom was on. 

Under such circumstances, one might 
conclude that great bargains are to be had 
—but not so. Much of the stock now in 
dealers’ hands (nearly all of them are 
heavily stocked) was bought prior to the 
stock market crash. 

I asked a well-known dealer the price of 
a certain rare book. His answer was some- 
thing like this: “Well I paid too much for 
this copy; it cost me $210.00 and I want 
to make 10%. I’ve bought and sold sev- 
eral copies at a lower price since I bought 
this, but I won’t let this go unless I can 
get my money out of it. Things will im- 
prove shortly and I'll sell it.” 

Another dealer offered a three volume 
set of “Dr. Syntax,” a reprint edition. He 
said, “I paid $87.50 for this, and I’ll take 
$75.00 from you.” I didn’t buy it, but 
having made a sizeable purchase, conversa- 
tion drifted back to “Dr. Syntax.” I asked 
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him if he would pay today more than 
$30.00 for the set if he didn’t have one. 
He answered in the negative, in fact agreed 
that about $25.00 would be his limit. 

I found that where stock had been pur- 
chased the past six months I could buy to 
advantage, but on earlier purchases it was 
much more difficult. 


Need of Clearance Sales 


Again I found that many items on 
shelves are “mistakes.” A library is bought 
and the prices of certain books are not fa- 
miliar to the dealer. He puts on what he 
considers a “right” price. If it is too low 
it is picked up and if it is too high it 
sticks. 

Often random shots are taken at auc- 
tions, too much may be paid, but rarely 
will one pocket a quick loss and so stocks 
pile up that for one reason or another cost 
too much, and are marked too much. Ap- 
parently rare book dealers stand as much 
in need of clearance sales as any other 
merchants. 

One of the arguments against selling 
cheaper is, ‘““Where could I get another 
copy that I could sell cheaper?” My test 
of value is, “What would I pay for an- 
other copy presuming that I did not have 
one?” Then price this at a fair mark up- 
on that figure regardless of the actual cost. 

When a dealer buys a library or gets a 
lot at auction the best items go quickly, 
usually at more than his normal percentage 
of profit. After six months to a year 90% 
has usually been sold at enough profit to 
pay all overhead and perhaps yield a small 
net profit. We should realize that the final 
10% of that buy must be sold if we are 
to have a clean net profit and even if that 
residue could be sold at half its presumed 
cost the entire deal would show a fair 
net profit. “Too many shops have their 
shelves stocked with the tail ends of buys 
that should be turned into cash regardless 
of cost. 

In cleaning out such stock one gets ready 
cash, gives customers a bargain and keeps 
them interested. 

As I travel about I hear stories of how 
this or that collector picked up a sleeper 
on my shelves. Instead of being peeved I 
am pleased, for 1 know such a collector 
will never come my way again without 
looking me up. 
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7 HOLD every man a debtor to his profes- 
sion, from the which, as men of course 
do seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves, by 
way of amends, to be a help and ornament 
thereunto.

Ten Million People 


N the Western slope of the conti- 
nent where booksellers are meeting 
in convention, are approximately 

10,000,000 people. Here is a nation in it- 
self and a population highly educated and 
of wide reading interests, a population that 
has tripled in thirty years, doubled in 
twenty years and increased by more than 
3,000,000 since the last census. 

This rapid growth, the most spectacular 
shown by any part of the country, brings 
broader responsibilities for book service to 
dealers as well as new opportunities and 
problems to publishers, most of whom are 
separated from this territory by 3,000 
miles. To distribute successfully a product 
such as books over such a long distance is 
one of the most difficult problems that a 
producer and distributor could be called 
upon to face. Books by the nature of their 
processes can only be economically manu- 
factured in quantity at one central point, 
and that central point must stay in the East 
for some decades to come. Publishers have 
given increasing attention to the covering of 
the Coast through salesmen, and home of- 
fices have been carefully watching trans- 
portation methods in order to give as good 
service as possible. One or two publishers 
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have developed the depository system, and 
the American News Company is carrying 
far more books in its Western depositories 
than ever was possible before. 

But with all of these efforts the problem 
ot adequate service to the Coast remains 
a basic one. Each gathering of booksellers 
brings forth new discussion and every 
practical suggestion gained from such con- 
ferences needs to be given most careful 
consideration. 

There are 10,000,000 people in the 
metropolitan area of New York and 
10,000,000 people on the Coast. How dif- 
ferent are the transportation problems! 
The efficiency with which the Coast dealers 
serve their book people reflects credit on 
the energy and ability of the Western 
dealers. Their task is not an easy one but 
they are serving one of the best book areas 
in this or any other country. 


Making Reorders Easy 


HE trade paper comment on the 

frequent use of jacket flaps to in- 

crease book sales has brought a sug- 
gestion to us from David Newberry of the 
Emporium, San Francisco, which might be 
well worth considering by publishers, for it 
might lead to increased reorders and new 
methods of stock record in the retail shop. 
He suggests that on the flap in the front 
of the book there would be a detachable 
portion which should have printed on it the 
name of the publisher and the retail price. 
This coupon would be detached by the 
salesman when the book was delivered to 
the customer and passed along to the 
buyer’s desk, thus making it certain that 
the buyer would have a correct picture of 
what is being sold during the day. This slip 
would be similar to slips that are already 
used in department stores, those used by 
Mr. McGee at Kauffman’s in Pittsburgh, 
for example, and it would fit in with al- 
most any system of reordering. It would 
also make sure that the price of the book 
was in its proper place where customers 
could see it, and, if the store practice was 
to have the cost mark in the book, that 
would be the appropriate place for it to 
appear. 

It may be suggested that it would be 
difficult to plan for a coupon of this kind, 
as it might make the flap too wide for com- 
mon use, and again it might be objected 
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that tearing off the slip, if carelessly done, 
might give the book an untidy look. Or 
again, it might be objected that if it was 
a perforated slip and therefore easy to de- 
tach this would mean extra cost in the mak- 
ing of the jacket.. There are probably 
practical difficulties, but a system that 
would lead to prompt reordering of books 
that are sold in the retail store would be 
very advantageous. More and more large 
retail stores are turning from systems of 
stock maintenance that mean reorders two 
or three times a year to those which bring 
about reorders every month and even every 
week. Any practical method that makes 
such reordering easy to do is decidedly 
worth studying, and this might be such an 
idea. 


Not Taught to Read 
Prersine read for a variety of reasons 


ranging from a desire to improve their 

minds to a need for killing time, ac- 
cording to William S. Gray, dean of the 
College of Education in the University of 
Chicago, in the April Journal of the Na- 
tional Education Association. 

To satisfy curiosity, to find answers to 
problems and questions, to learn how to 
do something, to relax, to experience 
through imagination the situations and 
events through which characters in fiction 
or real life have lived—these are other mo- 
tives Dean Gray finds for recreational read- 
ing by young people and adults. 

Dean Gray charges the schools with the 
responsibility of making reading something 
more than a classroom tool. ‘Reading 
should be taught as a friendly guide in 
solving personal problems, in increasing 
one’s social efficiency, or as a source of 
pleasure and culture to enrich the whole of 
life.” 

He attributes the failure of the school to 
do this to the scant library facilities of 
many schools and the neglect of teachers 
to provide adequate stimulation and guid- 
ance with respect to recreational reading. 
‘In one high school, for example, 48 per- 
cent of the pupils reported that they had 
never been asked to read by anyone.” 

The solution of the problem according 
to this eminent reading specialist lies not 
only in better school guidance but in a 
wholesome reading atmosphere in the home 
trom the earliest years.

Book Sales Inspire Educators 
“T: the last few years my ideas of 


what people will do have been 

scrambled,” says Dr. Levering Ty- 
son, “but when as many people buy and 
read Will Durant’s ‘Story of Philosophy’ 
as did buy and read it, it’s reasonable te 
conclude that there’s a good deal more de- 
sire for mental stimulation among men and 
women who long since stopped formal 
study than we had suspected before.” This 
opinion was given to the press in an inter- 
view with Dr. Tyson, who has been called 
on to organize the program for what is 
called “A $100,000,000 scheme to broad- 
cast educational material to the public,” a 
plan inaugurated by John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr. and other philanthropists. 

We wonder whether, instead of deducing 
from the public’s appetite for “The Story 
of Philosophy” that more such material 
ought to be broadcast, it might be deduced 
to mean that more such books ought to be 
broadcast. The world has been so long used 
to books that it takes their distribution as 
a matter of course, yet the American Li- 
brary Association has difficulty in raising 
a couple of million dollars for its work. 
No one feels that broadcasting is a substi- 
tute for books; it is simply one more 
method for the dissemination of knowledge, 
but apparently it is the success of recent 
books which has given Dr. Tyson confi- 
dence in broadcasting as a great educa- 
tional aid. 


How Much Gross Margin? 


HE booktrade, in studying the prob- 

lems of distribution, is always alert 

to compare the book situation with 
that of other merchandise. This is espe- 
cially possible in department stores, where 
so many lines of merchandise are handled 
side by side. Even in these stores, how- 
ever, it is dificult to make exact compari- 
sons, because some lines of merchandise 
require more floor space per dollar sold 
than others, some have greater depreciation 
than others, especially this is true of mer- 
chandise with style characteristics, some, 
like notion departments, have a small unit 
of sale, others, like china, have a high han- 
dling and delivery cost, some require more 
intelligent selling and therefore more highly 
paid salesmen than others. 
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With all these allowances, however, it 
is still important to compare the gross 
margins of various departments, and such 
an opportunity is given in the figures from 
the Comptroller’s Congress of Department 
Stores, using the table for stores doing a 
business from $250,000 to $1,000,000 a 
year. Some of the departments run as 
follows:

In the vocabulary of department stores 
these percentages are called the mark-up 
while in the average bookstore they are 
usually termed the discount average. And, 
whichever the name, the book department 
or bookstore must find in the average figure 
the gross margin under which to operate 
and out of which must be taken mark- 
downs for books that do not sell, rent, 
overhead, salaries, and advertising. 
Writers on retailing think that the cost 
of distribution may be decreased by the 
chain store methods, but their knowledge 
of what can be saved is confused by the 
fact that many of the current prices in 
chain stores are based on the system of 
using standard goods for bait rather than 
by setting a careful and equitable selling 
price for the whole line. In bookstores, 
so far, the chain stores find it necessary to 
use the full margin that can be obtained, 
and one chain, the Union News Company, 
has insisted on larger discounts than any 
bookstore obtains on the argument that the 
cost of displays in hotels and railroad de- 
pots is so great that their costs are more 
rather than less than those of the usual 
shop. 
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Pinchot Banishes Bromides 


NEW brand of 1931 economy has 
been introduced in the State De- 
partments of Pennsylvania by Gov- 
ernor Pinchot, who has issued a ukase that 
all bromides be omitted from state letters. 
It is interesting to speculate as to how 
much time could be saved in American 
business if the same idea were carried out 
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all over the country. Hereafter no letters 
shall begin: 
“Your letter of even date” 
“12th inst.” ! 
“Your favor at hand” 
“Contents noted” 
Nor shall they end: 
“Thanking you, we remain” 
“Trusting to hear from you” 
Nor shall they use Latin expressions like 
“In re’ when English might be used. 
The Governor is undertaking something 
rather revolutionary; we wish him well. 


Canadian Copyright 


ECTION 10 of the new Canadian 

Copyright Bill would make it seem 

as though the broadcasters had been 
active in suggesting some new principles 
for this copyright code, principles, which. 
if adopted will cause all kinds of difficul- 
ties for authors and publishers and which 
might be quoted in the United States and 
cause further difficulties in the coming 
changes in our legislation. This Section 
10, which is intended more especially to 
apply to the public performance of music 
or motion pictures, says, in brief: That any 
association or company, which, as principal, 
or agent, carries on in Canada the business 
of acquiring, assigning or licensing copy- 
rights of any separate interest therein, or 
which deals with the issuing of licenses for 
the performance in Canada of any literary 
work (or dramatic, or musical or artistic) 
shall file at Ottawa complete lists of all 
these works on which the association or 
company claims the right to collect fees, 
charges or royalties; also a statement of all 
the fees or royalties which it is proposed 
to collect in respect to each of such works. 
Further, the Governor and Counsel is au- 
thorized to revise, reduce, increase or other- 
wise prescribe the fees, charges or royalties 
which such association or company may 
collect. Finally, no such association or 
company shall sue to collect such fees on 
works which have not thus been listed at 
Ottawa. 

As affecting authors and book publishers 
this seems to mean that, unless the owner 
of Canadian copyrights had filed such 
complete lists of all material controlled and 
the individual fees thereon, the broadcast- 
ing of any poem, short story, etc., could be 
done in Canada without fear of suit. 
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New Copyright Proposals in 
Canada 


REVISION of the Canadian 

Copyright Bill has been introduced 

in the House of Commons in 
Canada entitled “Bill 4 An Act to Amend 
the Copyright Act.” The Bill is sponsored 
by the Secretary of State, and its purpose 
is to amend and extend the Copyright Act 
in order to secure the adherence of Canada 
to the Rome Copyright Convention in 
1928. 

The Bill declares that the expression 
“every original literary, dramatic, musical 
and artistic work” shall include the works 
mentioned in Article 2 of the Rome Con- 
vention, and further defines copyright in 
conformity with Article 14 of the Rome 
Convention. 

The Copyright Act is amended as it af- 
fects works of joint authorship, by extend- 
ing the term of copyright for fifty years 
from the death of the author who dies 
last, as provided in Article 7 bis (1) of the 
Rome Convention. 

The term of copyright in Canada which 
an author of any other country may enjoy 
is declared not to extend beyond the term 
of protection granted by the country of 
the author claiming the right, as provided 
in Article 7 bis (2) of the Rome Con- 
vention, 

_ What has been termed the author’s moral 

right, and apart from the legal proprietor- 
ship of the copyright, is recognized by a 
provision to give effect to Article 6 bis (1) 
of the Rome Convention, entitling the 
author to claim authorship, and restrain 
publication of a mutilated edition. 

Provision is made extending the remedies 
for infringement to include both damages 
for the right infringed as well as any profits 
which the infringer shall have made by the 
infringement. 

It is proposed to include the title of a 
work in the subject of the copyright, when 
the title has other than a general, geo- 
graphically descriptive or commonplace 
meaning, 

The definition of “performance” is 


amended to include radio communication. 
This, of course, is merely declaratory of 
the law, as it has been held both in Eng- 
land and in the United States that broad- 
casting is a performance in public which 
can be restrained unless authorized by the 
proprietor of copyright. 

Provision is made conferring substantive 
rights on every person deriving any right, 
title or interest by grant or assignment 
from the legal owner of copyright, so that 
an action for infringement may be properly 
constituted without joining the legal owner 
of the copyright. 

The objectionable provision of the Copy- 
right Act which made registration of every 
assignment a condition precedent to action, 
has been repealed. Registration now is 
merely permissive. 

In order to prevent unreasonable de- 
mands by any association similar to the 
Performing Rights Society, provision is 
made that every association, society or com- 
pany whose business is to acquire copyrights 
and license performing rights, etc., is to 
file complete lists of all works in which 
copyright is claimed at the Copyright Of- 
fice, with a statement of the fees, charges 
or royalties which the licensor proposes to 
collect for the right of performance. No 
charges can be collected except such as are 
set out in the tariff filed. 

Provision is made giving to churches, 
colleges, schools, philanthropic, charitable 
and fraternal organizations the right to 
perform musical works without charge, if 
the performance is being given for religious, 
educational, or charitable purposes. 

Provision is made requiring the publisher 
of every book published in Canada to de- 
liver two copies of the first edition, and 
two copies of each subsequent edition con- 
taining any changes from the first edition, 
to the Librarian of Parliament within 
three months from publication. 

The Bill provides for Canada’s adher- 
ence to the Rome Copyright Convention, 
which is printed as a schedule to the Bill.

HE Tecolote Book Shop in Santa 

Barbara is remarkable among book- 

stores even for a city of 30,000 like 
Santa Barbara, made up of wealthy citizens 
and large estates, a community that finds 
its nearest counterpart in Lenox, Massachu- 
setts. This bookshop owes its prosperous 
distinction to the fact that it is managed 
by Roger Boutell, who is the kind of man 
we all would like to annex as a close family 
friend or a literary adviser. Every family 
needs such a man just as much as it needs 
its family doctor, family lawyer,_ family 
dentist, and family spiritual counsellor. 
Everything has to be talked over with 
someone outside the family, and the pur- 
veyor of books should be one of the fam- 
ily’s closest friends. 

Mr. Boutell’s bookstore credo is that 
worth-while books, that is books of per- 
manent value or of limited appeal, are just 
as much a legitimate function of the busi- 
ness as best sellers, that there is a sound 
market in Santa Barbara, at least, for a 
good bookstore, and that he likes to give 
people pleasure by suggesting worth-while 
books. 

Thus to him one of the most important 
works of the present generation is Wing- 
field Stratford’s “History of British Civil- 
ization.” ‘To him it is as lucid and valu- 
able a book as anything by John Fiske. He 
doesn’t like to overinfluence his customers, 
but he did wax enthusiastic over this book, 
so fair to Ireland, so just in its comments 
on the Civil War in the United States. He 
pushed its sales and the Harcourt, Brace 
representative told him that his store was 
the only one that had reordered it, that 
sales had otherwise been only to libraries. 
The Tecolote, which by the way means 
Aztec Owl, and so, of course, has abnormal 
flair and wisdom in book matters, reordered 
this book twelve times though ordering 
only two or three copies at a time. At 
first it sold the two volume edition at 
$12.50 and then the thin paper one at 


$5.00. Santa Barbara has at least fifty 
families with scholarly tastes and the money 
to pay for such books, and it was Mr. 
Boutell’s business to let them know that 
such books exist. 

He can also give timely help in time of 
travel. If anyone were to ask him for the 
best book to take along on the Mediter- 
ranean cruise he would answer that the 
kind of book needed does not exist, the 
kind that deals in a scholarly, entertaining 
style with all the ports and countries that 
surround the Mediterranean. Such a book 
will someday be written by Hobart Chat- 
field-Taylor of Santa Barbara whom God 
created for just that purpose as well as to 
write the best biography of Moliére and of 
Goldoni. While waiting for Mr. Chat- 
field-Taylor to get busy they will have to 
content themselves with Roland Jenkin’s 
“Mediterranean Cruise,” a most useful 
book. Or if they want more literary flavor 
and less Baedeker baggage he might advise 
them to get Paul Wilstach’s “Islands of 
the Mediterranean.” What they need is 
really five or six books. Thus nothing can 
equal D. H. Lawrence’s “Sea and Sar- 
dinia” for the island of Sardinia and 
among the many books on Italy Katharine 
Hooker’s three books are admirably done. 
She is a Santa Barbara resident, and the 
Tecolote sells many of her books. -_ 

Poetry alway has quiet sales unless it 1s 
a best seller like “John Brown’s Body,” but 
Mr. Boutell can always push his poetry 
sales at Christmas and in one case at least 
all the year ’round, for Santa Barbara likes 
to buy the work of the California poet 
Robinson Jeffers, published by Horace 
Liveright, for his poems have power and 
fire as well as gloom. Of course, Mase- 
field’s ‘““The Wanderer” with its. mixture 
of poetry and prose has a large, for poctry, 
Christmas sale. It is the same with the 
poems of Edwin Arlington Robinson. 

You ask Mr. Boutell for novels and he 
tells you about “Cakes and Ale” which 
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irritates him because Somerset Maugham 
says it is not the life of Thomas Hardy. 
It is rather significant that Upton Sinclair 
does not sell well at the Tecolote. All 
mystery stories of the better kind do, how- 
ever, especially those by Dorothy Sayers 
and by Austin Freeman. A book like the 
latter’s “Wills Croft” is to Mr. Boutell a 
mystery story of the best type and one that 
he likes to recommend. His store created 
a demand for Claude Houghton’s “I am 
Jonathan Scrivener” even before Simon and 
Schuster brought out a dollar edition of 
the story. Mr. Boutell had seen a review 
in the London Spectator and knew that it 
was the kind of novel his clientele would 
like, for it is a psychological novel as well 
aS a near-mystery story, a book decidedly 
out of the ordinary run. 

Another author whom Mr. Boutell likes 
to talk about is the London authority on 
ancient jewels, Moysheh Oved, whose busi- 
ness name at his London store called Cameo 
Corners near the British Museum is S. E. 
Good. His two books of autobiographical 
essays, “Visions and Jewels” and “Gems 
and Life” are both out of print, but the 
author has a new book that is soon to come

out. Mr. Good is a Russian Jew, a per- 
sonal friend of Mr. Boutell as well as of 
Epstein and the Queen of England. He 
knows more about antique jewels than any- 
one in the world and in his tiny Cameo 
Corners Store he keeps a valuable stock of 
ancient Greek, Roman and Persian stuff. 
He is a sweet, lovable, charming man and 
if you appreciate his things he will take 
pleasure in selling to you even at a sacrifice. 
His store is one of the sights of London, 
and his books are the reflection of his own 
character, charming, sweet and lovable. All 
who meet him through Mr. Boutell are 
grateful to the man who introduced them 
to such an individual writer and to books 
so full of unusual charm. 

By this time you should know why the 
manager of the Tecolote is the family 
friend of all Santa Barbara, and you will 
find his store so interesting that you will, 
perhaps, forget to utter the usual Eastern 
tourist reproach to the book business on the 
Pacific coast. Undeservedly such bookmen 
have been criticized by Eastern visitors on 
the ground that they have nothing in stock 
but best sellers. “They argue that Bren- 


tano’s in New York has everything and 











why should not the bookstores of Los An- 
geles and San Francisco do the same. They 
forget that New York is far more inac- 
cessible to the Pacific Coast than London 
is to the English provinces, that to order a 
book from New York must take at least 
five or six days even if you telegraph, and 
that Houghton Mifflin and Macmillan are 
the only large Eastern publishers with 
branches on the Pacific coast. You can 
probably find more unusual books in stock 
at the Tecolote than you can in many an 
Eastern bookstore. 

Mr. Boutell is a family friend in more 
ways than one. He can help select Christ- 
mas books for your friends, for he knows 
the individual taste of many a citizen of 
Santa Barbara. Constantly at Christmas 
time he is asked, “What kind of book 
does So-and-so like?”; and he knows, for 
they are all his friends. He also is helpful 
in getting up bibliographies on such sub- 
jects as the crusades, chivalry, or canals. 
Through his English connections he is able 
to run down much out-of-print material. 
He is interested in first editions and private 
press books. He has a complete collection 
of Galsworthy first editions from the 
“Four Winds” of 1896 to the recent “On 
Forsyte Change.” The Tecolote also had 
in stock last January an etching of Gals- 
worthy by Sir Edmund Sullivan, signed 
both by author and artist, one of the etch- 
ings that are mentioned in “Fine Prints 
of 1930.” An etching of Shaw by the 
same artist sold for $200 within two hours 
after it came into the store. As for private 
press books, the Tecolote carries many from 
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the Nonesuch and the Cresset 
houses near London and also has 
representative volumes from John 
Henry Nash and Grabhorn, both 
at San Francisco. The latter has 
printed an edition of ‘Leaves of 
Grass” with a strength and dignity 
that would have pleased Whitman 
himself. 

Santa Barbara has a State 
Teachers College and you would 
expect students to drop in often, 
but they rarely do. Mr. Boutell 
says the store is never college con- 
scious though it has interesting 
contacts with the faculty. It is 
surprising in these days of sales- 
manship and corollary courses that 
the college does not use a store like the Tec- 
olote to point a moral and adorn a tale of 
book buying and book collecting, pointing 
out that now that we cannot go to the 
theater any more in any but the largest 
cities we might use our theater money for 
book buying. 

As a matter of fact there are many who 
think that one of the main objects of all 
teaching, especially of the teaching of Eng- 
lish, should be to foster book buying. Cer- 
tainly one of the lessons of life that is 
taught in few colleges and fewer high 
schools is that we need bookstores even 
more than theaters. 

The Tecolote has a_ personal flavor 
thanks to Mr. Boutell and it also owes 
much to its situation in the midst of the 
La Guerra studios, shops and patios that 
make up one of the most unique shopping 
districts in the world. ‘The approach to 
any California bookstore would naturally 
be through roses or Spanish by-ways, and 
you enter the Tecolote from the main street 
of Santa Barbara by passing through a 
florist’s tunnel lined with California 
flowers, or if you come from the other di- 
rection you pass through the old Presidio, 
its courts and by-ways lined with shops as 
fascinating as those of Regent Street, so 
fascinating that you almost forget the 
climax of the Tecolote Book Shop. You 
must not forget it, however, for as a brows- 
ing place it outranks all the others, and 
with Mr. Boutell as tutelary deity it has 
an infinite store of wisdom and stimulus 
to offer the many Santa Barbara people 
who have come to depend upon this shop. 
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Best Sellers in March 


HE leading novel in March on the 
Best Seller List compiled by Books 
of the Month was “Grand Hotel,” 

which was second in February. During 
the last month it led by a good margin. 
Its nearest rival was ‘““The Bridge of De- 
sire,’ by Warwick Deeping, published 
some years ago in England, but just now 
brought out over here. “Reader, 1 Mar- 
ried Him” again held fourth place. “—I'wo 
more new novels of the month were added 
to the list at sixth and seventh places, Ger- 
trude Atherton’s first modern novel in 
some years, ““Ihe Sophisticates,” which has 
sold much better than her recent period 
novels, and “The Good Earth” a story of 
a Chinese family by Pearl S. Buck. ‘The 
Water Gipsies” by A. P. Herbert returned 
to the list, in tenth place. 

Other new novels of the month with 
promising sales were “White Fawn” by 
Olive Higgins Prouty, “The Winding 
Lane” by Philip Gibbs and ‘Today’s 
Virtue” by Faith Baldwin. A book which 
was published in November, 1929, has for 
some time been appearing on the best seller 
lists of mid-western stores, and this last 
month its percentage brought it up among 
the leading twenty-five books of fiction. 
This is “Magnificent Obsession” by Lloyd 
C. Douglas, described in the Weekly 
Record as “an American novel that deals 
with strange psychological facts.” 
“Education of a Princess” led non-fic- 
tion for the second month by a good ma- 
jority of votes. “The Story of San 
Michele” was again second. Third place 
was claimed by “Boners,” which made the 
big jump from ninth place during March. 
A new title which is well up on the Best 
Seller List, in fourth place, is ““The Road 
to Culture” by Charles G. Shaw, which 
almost made the list in February. Culbert- 
son's “Contract Bridge Blue Book” gained 
one place last month, and an older book, 
Humanity Uprooted” went from tenth 
to eighth position. 

_ Other new non-fiction titles in the lime- 
light during March were “My Story” by 
Mary Roberts Rinehart, “Theatre Street” 


by Tamara Karsavina, ‘““The Memoirs ot 
Marshal Foch” and “The Enduring 
Quest” by H. A. Overstreet. An older 
book whose sales are steadily increasing is 
“Strategy in Handling People” by E. T.

Minister Attacks ‘‘American 
Missal’’ As Counterfeit 


HE Rev. Dr. H. Percy Silver of 

the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the Incarnation, New York City, an- 
nounced in a sermon on Sunday, April 
12, that he would file a protest against the 
use of the “American Missal” in the diocese 
of New York. The “Missal” was issued 
recently by a group of Anglo-Catholics as 
a supplement to The Book of Common 
Prayer. Declaring that the “Missal’’ was 
a counterfeit and that it was printed with- 
out any authorization from the Church 
whatsoever, Dr. Silver held up in the pul- 
pit a specimen page, headed “The Canon 
of the Mass,” which contained insertions 
in red ink of directions for the priest while 
saying mass. Into the “American Missal” 
has been inserted prayers to the saints. 
Said Dr. Silver, ““This Church has never 
authorized prayers to the saints or to the 
Virgin Mary.” He stated that the editors 
of the “American Missal” had no more 
right to change the Prayer Book than he 
had and that although the names of the 
authors had not been given, their number 
was supposed to have contained several 
bishops. 

In announcing the “American Missal”’ 
about a month ago the publisher, The 
Morehouse Publishing Company,  ex- 
plained that up to the present time there 
has been no American Missal, which has 
enforced parishes desiring a service more 
elaborate than that afforded in the Book 
of Common Prayer for their daily masses, 
to use one of the four English Missals and 
that the result had been the development of 
a wide diversity of custom and_ usage. 
Wherever the Book of Common Prayer

provided any special prayer, that was fol- 
lowed in the “Missal,” but where no special 
provision was made, devotions were taken 
from traditional sources.

OUISE HARDY, who is a niece of 
Thomas Hardy, filed suit, last week, 
against Wythe Williams, charging that he 
has written a recognizable and derogatory 
portrayal of her as Shirley, a character in 
his new novel, “This Flesh.” The suit 
was filed in the Supreme Court at White 
Plains, New York, and asks $50,000 for 
libelous characterization. Miss Hardy says 
that Shirley, in the book, is “given to 
drinking, getting drunk and telling ques- 
tionable and risqué stories.” Shirley also 
conducts herself in a light manner with a 
male character in the book. All of which 
the plaintiff says is untrue of herself. Mr. 
Williams says that he met Miss Hardy in 
the Latin quarter of Paris about two years 
ago, and he explained “I saw her about a 
vear ago. Why she should believe that 
the character of Shirley is drawn from her 
own life is beyond me.” McBride pub- 
lishes the book. 


Ella Young Admitted to U. S. 


LLA YOUNG, Irish poetess and au- 

‘4 thority on Celtic mythology, has at 
last been admitted into this country. On 
April 11th she received a visa from George 
A. Bucklin, the American Consul at Vic- 
toria, B. C. Miss Young has been trying 
since last November to enter the United 
States permanently with the intention of 
taking out citizenship papers. For five 
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years previously she had resided in Calj- 
fornia, on a visitor’s visa, and had lectured 
at Smith, Vassar and Mills colleges, She 
had been kept from entering the country 
because, in the opinion of Consul Bucklin. 
she had not presented satisfactory evidence 
that she would not become a public charge 
in this country. 

Unusual and wide-spread interest has 
been shown in Miss Young’s case and m; ny 
prominent persons in this country came to 
her defense and support. These included 
Garrett McEnerney, San Francisco law- 
yer; Archbishop Hanna, college professors, 
bankers, writers and wealthy patrons of art 
and literature. When these persons ap- 
pealed to the State Department in Miss 
Young’s behalf they were told that the 
Consul alone could deal with the case, as 
he alone had authority under the law to 
determine whether she might become, in 
his judgment, a public charge. However, 
the State Department, under fire, suggested 
to Consul Bucklin late last week that he 
consider the case anew and also asked him 
for a report on the status of Miss Young’s 
application for entrance. In reply Consul 
Bucklin sent a telegram to the effect that 
the visa had been issued.

Jewish Book Week in May 
HE fifth annual Jewish Book Week 


_ will be observed this year in America 
during the week of May 3rd to May oth.

Attention is 
being focussed by pulpit and press on the 
value of books and reading as the Jew’s 
cultural and literary heritage. During the 
Past year, special efforts have been made 
on the part of those active in Jewish affairs 
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to emphasize the importance of Jewish 
books. Rabbis have preached on this sub- 
ject, the press has printed editorial and 
news articles urging the necessity of the 
reading of such books, and men and women 
throughout the country have _ broadcast 
over the radio book news for Jews, by and 
about Jews. Increased book sales having 
resulted from the observance of Jewish 
Book Week in the past few years. It is 
hoped that the booktrade will again co- 
operate and feature such books this year.

PIRATED EDITIONS IN CHINA 


United Book & Stationery Co., 
Shanghai, China. 
March 11, 1931. 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

I wish to call your attention to a mis- 
statement in the reports of the Publishers’ 
Legislative Committee appearing in the 
Publishers Weekly of January 24th. 

It is stated that books are to be regis- 
tered with the Ministry of Interior, Na- 
tionalist Government, Peiping; this should 
read Nanking. ‘The registery bureaus at 
Peiping were abolished or transferred to 
Nanking when the Nationalist Govern- 
ment moved the capital there. 

Three copies of each book to be regis- 
tered must be filed with the Ministry of 
Interior, and the fee is five times the cost 
price of the book. It is interesting to note 
that application to register copyright on 
behalf of some American publishers was 
entered by us through our attorney during 
September of last year, at which time two 
copies of each book were filed according to 
the old regulation. It was not until tne 
latter part of February that the Ministry 
instructed us to file an additional copy. 
You can see that it takes time to put 
through a registration. We have been try- 
ing for five months and have not succeeded 
yet. 

Meanwhile the pirating is going on 
apace. There has been more of it the past 
autumn than during the last decade. The 
cause is primarily due to the decline in 
silver, although the perfecting of an inex- 
pensive and relatively simple method of 
reproducing a book has undoubtedly added 
impetus to the development of the practice 
of pirating books in China. The cost of 
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reproducing a book of 350 pages including 
any number of line drawings is approxi- 
mately 75 cents gold including the bind- 
ing. A book of the same size would prob- 
ably be listed by the publishers at G$3.50. 
In terms of local currency this is M$3.75 
and M$17.50 respectively. The difference 
is too attractive for a student to resist pur- 
chasing the pirated edition even though his 
faculty may have issued instructions that 
books be purchased at the college book- 
stores. It must be admitted that very few 
such instructions are issued. In fact, some 
of the schools finance the publication of a 
pirated edition and frankly admit that they 
do so, their excuse being that imported 
books are too expensive for a Chinese stu- 
dent to buy. Only a rise in silver exchange 
and some laws with teeth in them will put 
a stop to this practice.

about fishing, the history of the Eng- 

lish novel would perhaps be marked 
by a dark gap representing the passage 
of a sterile quarter century—just such a 
dark gap as the eye notes, on a clear moon- 
less winter night, in that odd bifurcation 
in the Milky Way in the constellation 
Cygnus. If Sir Walter Scott had been an 
enthusiastic fisherman, the history of the 
English novel would perhaps be marked by 
that same dark gap. 

One day when he was in his early forties 
—about 1813—Scott, hunting for some 
flies in a drawer, came on the fragment of 
a story—six or seven chapters—which he 
had begun work on eight years earlier. 
Now if Scott had cared nothing about 
fishing he would have no flies in his pos- 
session and therefore would have wasted 
no time looking for them, and if he had 
been an enthusiastic fisherman he would 
have known where his tackle was just as 
unequivocally as P. T. Barnum knew 
where he had last left Jumbo. 

_ The outcome of the expedition on which 
scott embarked following the rediscovery 
of the flies is of no moment. Of surpass- 
ing importance, however, is the rediscovery 
of the manuscript. It was called “Waver- 
‘ey, and Scott evidently detected, in the 
reperusal of the fragment, virtues which 
he had not noted before. At all events he

worked on it to such good purpose that, 
once well embarked on his task, he com- 
pleted the last two-thirds of the romance 
in three weeks. 

Scott’s fluency of composition—a fluency 
so remarkable that one marvels not so 
much at the mental effort it necessitated 
as at the physical—is attested in a famous 
incident recorded by his subsequent son- 
in-law and biographer, John Gibson Lock- 
hart. Lockhart had his shortcomings— 
well-nigh unpardonable ones if he actually 
cast the slurs at John Keats which have 
been attributed to him—but he had the 
genius to note that sheer mass of facts can 
make a biography monumental. He lumped 
the trivial with the essential and made 
the trivial important. The following in- 
cident could well have been omitted from 
his seven-volume life of Scott, but it was 
not omitted, and so it survives as one of 
the notable and most quoted portrayals of 
an author at work—as it happens, on 
“Waverley.” A friend of Lockhart’s, 
William Menzies, lived next to Scott in 
Edinburgh, and Lockhart, in June, 1814, 
attended one evening a dinner at the Men 
zies home where most of the guests were 
like himself, fledgling lawyers. 

“When my companion’s worthy father 
and uncle,’ records Lockhart, “after see- 
ing two or three bottles go round, left the 
juveniles to themselves, the weather being

hot, we adjourned to a library which had 
one large window looking northwards. 
After carousing here for an hour or more, 
I observed that a shade had come over the 
aspect of my friend, who happened to be 
placed immediately opposite to myself, and 
said something that intimated a fear of his 
being unwell. ‘No,’ said he, ‘I shall be 
well enough presently, if you will only let 
me sit where you are, and take my chair; 
for there is a confounded hand in sight of 
me here, which has often bothered me be- 
fore, and now it won't let me fill my glass 
with a good will.’ I rose to change places 
with him accordingly, and he pointed out 
to me this hand, which, like the writing 
on Belshazzar’s wall, disturbed his hour of 
hilarity. ‘Since we sat down,’ he said, ‘I 
have been watching it—it fascinates my 
eye—it never stops—page after page is fin- 
ished, and thrown on that heap of MS., 
and still it goes on unwearied; and so it 
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will be till candles are brought in, and 
God knows how long after that. It is the 
same every night—lI can’t stand the sight 
of it when I’m not at my books.’ ‘Some 
stupid, dogged engrossing clerk, probably,’ 
exclaimed myself, ‘or some giddy youth 
in our society.’ “No, boys,’ said our host; 
‘I well know what hand it is—’tis Walter 
Scott’s.’ ”’ 

Scott himself was a native of Edinburgh, 
the son of a prosperous man of law. A 
fever suffered in infancy lamed him for 
life, and, surmises Andrew Lang, “prot. 
ably deprived Wellington of a gallant of- 
ficer, for Scott was by nature a man of 
action.” The impediment could not tar 
nish one of the most kindly, gentle and 
lovable dispositions in literary history, but 
it must have irked an otherwise stalwart 
soul who grew up in an era cf valorous 
feats of arms as rousing as, and rather 
more momentous than, those border forays 
whose stories sang in his blood from child- 
hood. Scott was four years old when 
Bunker Hill was taken, eighteen when the 
Bastille fell, thirty-four when Nelson died 
in the hour of victory, forty-four when 
Waterloo was won. He was born when 
the growl of discontent in the American 
colonies was rising into the thunder of re 
bellion; when he died Europe was sullenly 
settling after a year of revolt that was the 
harbinger of more desperate democratic 
ventures yet to come. 

Himself destined for the law, Scott was 
able to turn his training to good account 
and make it serve the no less arduous trade 
of literature which he would soon take up. 
“He acquired, as a copyist,” says Lang, 
“the quality of steady prolonged writing 
.... He once covered, without interrup- 
tion, a hundred and twenty pages of folio, 
at three-pence the page, gaining thirty 
shillings to spend on books or a dirk.... 
After his ruin, after his breakdown in 
health, he once wrote the ‘copy’ of sixt) 
printed pages of a novel in a day.” Young 
Menzies obviously did not exaggerate the 
activity of the confounded hand in the win- 
dow. And Scott’s, too, was the happy fac- 
ulty of being able to write with a room- 
ful of friends in conversation around him. 
In his bright lexicon there was no such 
word as temperament. 

In 1796, four years after he was called 
to the bar and a year before his marriage, 
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Scott published a translation of two poems 
of Gottfried Birger, and in 1799 a trans- 
lation of Goethe’s “Goetz von Berlichin- 
gen.” He had learned, obviously, a little 
German. He was reasonably familiar 
with French and Spanish. But most of all 
he knew Scotland and Scots lore. He be. 
gan to write ballads, and the year that saw 
the Goethe translation saw also the appear- 
ance of his earliest efforts in this field. The 
fact is of special importance for the reason 
that the printer was James Ballantyne of 
Kelso, who would become a leading char- 
acter in the tragedy of Scott’s career. 

The cornerstone of Scott’s enduring 
fame was laid in 1805 with the publica- 
tion of “The Lay of the Last Minstrel.’’ 
This was followed in 1808 by “Marmion,” 
in 1810 by “The Lady of the Lake,” in 
i811 by “The Vision of Don Roderick”’ 
and in 1813 by “Rokeby.” But these were 
only the high points of eight busy years— 
years that saw an amount of literary ef- 
fort—research, reviews, editing, whatever 
task came next to that indefatigable hand 
—that has few competitors for bulk in the 
chronicle of English literature. 

An insignificant by-product of these 
years was the beginning of “Waverley.” 
In the middle of this period (1809), Scott 
took the unfortunate step of allying him- 
self with the Ballantyne brothers, James 
and John, as a secret partner in their am- 
bitious publishing enterprise. The Ballan- 
tynes were long on ideas and short on busi- 
ness sense and cash. Scott’s poems had 
proved phenomenally successful, and in five 
years he was able to put some £9,000 into 
the Ballantyne venture. In 1810 he 
showed James Ballantyne the “Waverley” 
fragment, but James was not impressed, 
and the fragment went into the drawer 
with the fishing tackle to lie fallow an- 
other four years. 

In 1813 the nemesis of mismanagement 
caught up with the Ballantynes and ruin 
would have been their portion and Scott’s 
had not the company, in Lang’s phrase, 
found a haven in the capacious bosom of 
Constable.” Archibald Constable is one of 
"le great names in publishing history. At 
the age of twelve he was apprenticed to 
Peter Hill, Edinburgh bookseller and 
ee . Burns, and early became some- 
a . an authority on early Scottish 

s and literature. Before he was 
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twenty he had set up in business for him- 
self and issued a catalog of rare books. 
The catalog must have been a phenomenal 
success, because, according to Henry Cur- 
wen, it ‘soon drew to his shop all the bib- 
liographers and lovers of learning in the 
city,’ who must have constituted no mean 
fraction of the population. Constable was 
not the first to make the short leap from 
bookselling to publishing; as a publisher he 
combined (at first) zeal with discretion, 
and was soon well on the highroad to suc- 
cess. 

Scott had long known him, as bookseller 
and publisher alike. “There had been a 
trivial falling-out, but it was mended with 
the Ballantyne collapse. Completing the 
manuscript of ‘Waverley,’ Scott offered 
it to Constable, who had the acumen to 
offer £700 for the copyright. “The gen- 
erosity of Constable’s prices was a byword,” 
according to A. §. Collins, but Scott, on 
his part, had the good sense to reject the 
offer in favor of half profits. 

The story that “Waverley” was first 
sent to various London publishers and re- 
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jected by them severally, long persisted— 
the same story has persisted about every 
book that has turned out to be a phe- 
nomenal success. It is always a good story. 
But too, too often it is simply not true. It 
would be especially pleasant if it were true 
of “Waverley.” For the consternation 
and remorse of the London publishers 
would have been acute (and was, perhaps, 
acute as it was) when “Waverley” began 
to sell. The first edition, consisting of a 
thousand copies, was sold in five weeks, 
which could hardly be considered remark- 
able. Four thousand more copies were dis- 
posed of by the end of the year, a thousand 
more in 1815, 1500 in 1816, and 2000 in 
1817, according to Mr. Collins. And 
these figures fade into proper insignificance 
in camparison to those available for subse- 
quent Waverley novels—the first ten thou- 
sand copies of “Rob Roy” (1817), for ex- 
ample, were taken up in three weeks. 

From 1814 to his death in 1832 Scott 
produced, including the four series of 
“Tales of My Landlord” and the two 
series of “Chronicles of the Canongate” 
as only six units, which is hardly fair to 
Scott, twenty-three Waverley novels—all 
three deckers except for the half dozen 
which were four deckers, a total of 
seventy-five volumes. And he was turn- 
ing out other copy besides. 

Such prosperity, perhaps, was more than 
Archibald Constable could stand. It was 
about 1825 (a year that would find a 
fairly close parallel one hundred and four 
years later) that Constable had the bril- 
liant idea of selling books to the masses. 
Three-deckers cost a guinea and more; 
Constable would produce books “‘at three 
shillings or half a crown a volume every 
month, which must and shall sell, not by 
thousands, and tens of thousands, but by 
hundreds of thousands, and, ay, by mil- 
lions! Twelve volumes in the year, a half- 
penny of profit on every copy which will 
make me richer than all the copyrights of 
all the quartos that ever were, or ever will 
be, hot-pressed !” 

Scott was enthusiastic, and set out to 
produce a life of Napoleon that would 
usher in the new era. But the era was not 
to be. Before a further step could be 
taken, the house of Constable had crashed 
in ruin, and Scott found himself obligated 
to the prodigious extent of £117,000. 
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The story of his splendid struggle in the 
face of this staggering blow has heartened 
mankind for a century. The busy hand 
moved faster now than ever it had moved 
before. Before his death in 1832 he had 
made good £63,000, and the end was 
not yet. Insurance worth £22,000 was 
available, and Robert Cadell, Constable's 
son-in-law and successor, advanced the re- 
mainder on the security of Scott’s copy- 
rights. ‘That the fight was an important 
cause of Scott’s decline and death is 
obvious. A melancholy aspect of his plight 
was that within a few months of his pass- 
ing a brain ailment from which he suffered 
lent him sometimes the illusion that the 
whole debt was paid off. 

From the collector’s point of view, 
“Waverley” is the key volume of a set of 
the Waverley novels, both on account of 
its scarcity and also because the modern 
novel, or at least the modern novel-reader, 
dates from its appearance. “It was Scott, 
the greatest of readers,’ says Andrew 
Lang, “who inaugurated the reign of novel- 
reading, and very much chagrined he 
would be could he see the actual results: 
the absolute horror with which mankind 
shun every other study. It could never 
have occurred to Scott, that, within less 
than a hundred years, male and female 
novelists, often as ignorant of books as of 
life, would monopolize the general atten- 
tion and would give themselves out as au- 
thorities on politics, philosophy, ethics, so- 
ciety, theology, religion, and Homeric 
criticism.” 

The question of “Waverley’s” own posi- 
tion as literature, therefore, may legiti- 
mately mean nothing to the collector or 
the rare bookseller. As a matter of fact, 
certainly two or three others among the 
Waverley novels are far more widely read 
than “Waverley” itself. There are, of 
course, people who say that nobody reads 
any of the Waverley novels today, but 
these are all people who once read one or 
two of them, and there are doubtless thou- 
sands of young people reading them at this 
minute who will be saying, fifty year) from 
now, that nobody reads the Waverley 
novels. 

The bibliography of “Waverley” has re- 
mained somewhat haphazard, despite the 
high cost of owning it in first edition (the 
Kern copy sold for $4400, and copies have 
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changed hands since that sale at much 
higher figures), until this present year. 
The fourth volume in the valuable “Bibli- 
ographia” series issued by Constable & Co., 
in London and by Richard R. Smith, Inc., 
in New York is a bibliography of the 
Waverley novels by Greville Worthing- 
ton. Not even a brief summary of Mr. 
Worthington’s collation of ‘Waverley’ 
can be attempted here—it covers seventeen 
pages. Mr. Worthington is iconoclastic 
regarding a “point” that has done biblio- 
graphical service for years. On page 136 
of Volume II, line one contains the word 
“our” for “your,” and this has long been 
hailed as a mark of first issue. Mr. Worth- 
ington reports: “It is interesting to note 
that in the second and third editions the 
reading is still our, but the line of type has 
been pushed up tight, so that there is no 
space for a y before our. I have never seen 
a copy with the word your correctly 
printed, but I do not agree with the hither- 
to accepted verdict that the absence of the 
y denotes a first issue. I believe that the 
presence of the y would prove the book 
to be in its first state, but I am doubtful 
whether a copy containing the y exists for 
the following reason. I have had the op- 
portunity of examining an exceedingly in-

teresting copy of ‘Waverley ; a copy more- 
over which was almost certainly one of the 
very first copies to be sent out by the pub- 
lishers. This copy is the one which was 
owned and inscribed by Henry Mackenzie, 
to whom the book was dedicated. The 
fact that it was not a presentation copy 
from the author, as might be expected, is 
easily explained. The publishers did all 
in their power to keep Scott’s name from 
the public, as they had no faith in his 
capability to write a novel, and they feared 
that ‘Waverley’ would fail and damage 
the author’s reputation as a poet. It is 
reasonable to suppose, however, that the 
publishers sent Mackenzie his copy at 
Scott’s request before the book was issued 
to the public, and this being so, the y of 
the word your should in this copy surely 
be in place if it ever was. The y, however, 
is missing as usual, and there is no other 
variant to stamp the book as being in an 
earlier state than the other copies I have 
examined. ‘The copy referred to above is 
now in the possession of William C. 
Van Antwerp of San Francisco.” 

It might be noted in passing that 
Katherine Mayo’s “That Damn Y” 
(1920) was not a contribution to the bib- 
liography of “Waverley.”

mor,’ printed in the Publishers’ 
Weekly of March 21, has been marked. A 
letter from Alan Gardner, manager of the 
book department of the Harvard Co-op- 
erative Society and a well-informed collec- 
tor, makes certain corrections and points 
of discussion in this list which will be of 
interest. Mr. Mendoza’s replies to Mr. 
Gardner’s corrections are included below in 
the alternate, bracketed paragraphs. 

Mr. Gardner says: “Mr. Mendoza sets 
Madison Tenzas down as being L. H. 
Cobb when Franklin J. Meine, the best 
authority on early American Humor, can- 
didly states after much research that, “The 
identity of this writer is not known. The 
pseudonym, compounded of two adjoining 
parishes in Louisiana where the writer 
lived, has been erroneously attributed to 
John S. Robb and “H. C. L.” ...’ and 
certainly has nothing to do with L. H. 
Cobb. 1856 as the date of the first issue 
of ‘Louisiana Swamp Doctor’ is also in- 
correct. Although the exact date is not 
known it is more likely 1850. 

[My information regarding L. H. Cobb 
as the author of “The Louisiana Swamp 
Doctor” written under the pseudonym of 
“Madison Tenzas” was secured from Os- 
car Wegelin, himself the author of bibli- 
ographies of American poetry and fiction, 
who tells me, that sometime ago, he re- 
members seeing Cobb’s name associated 
with the book. It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Wegelin cannot recall the source of this 
information. He also tells me that “H. 
C. L.” is a transposition of the initials of 
Cobb’s name. The date of the book, 1856, 
which is listed as being the verso of the 
title-page was secured from Allibone’s 
Dictionary. | 

“Tt is surprising not to find ‘Narrative 
of the Life of David Crockett,’ Philadel- 
phia, 1834, listed. Crockett’s book is surely 
a most important item, both for its gay 
content and its value as an early item of 
which there are very few before 1835. 


I NTEREST in Aaron Mendoza’s check- 


Thomas B. Thorpe’s ‘The Mysteries of the 
Backwoods,’ Phila., 1846, is also omitted. 
If Thorpe’s “The Hive of the Bee-Hunter’ 
1854 is listed, surely the earlier and more 
valuable item should find a place on the 
list. 

[I must take issue on the suggestion 
that the “Narrative of the Life of David 
Crockett” should be included in a list of 
American Humorous Literature. While 
the book is interspersed with numerous hu- 
morous anecdotes I cannot conceive of it 
as being included in a list of American 
Humor. Thorpe’s “Hive of the Bee- 
Hunter” is the best known of this author’s 
writings, and while “Mysteries of the 
Backwoods” may be a rare item, a list of 
any kind does not include a book because 
of its rarity. | 

“T wonder if Mr. Mendoza has actually 
seen a copy of J. M. Field’s “The Drama 
in Pokerville’ which he lists as Phila., 
1843. The earliest that Meine has been 
able to place this work is 1846 with 1847 
as more definite. If an authentic 1843 
copy exists I should be delighted to know 
more about it. 

[There is a copy of this book in the 
New York Public Library which is dated 
1843 on the verso of the title-page. | 

“The date of the actual first issue of J. 
J. Hooper’s ‘Adventures of Simon Scruggs’ 
is Phila., 1845, not 1846. Then, ‘Widow 
Rugby’s Husband’ 1851 is a reprint of ‘A 
Ride With Old Kit Kuncker’ which was 
first published at Tuscaloosa in 1849. 

[Mr. Gardner is correct in stating that 
Hooper's “Adventures of Simon Suggs’

Wises No. 35, “Rare Books in 
English Literature,” including sec- 
tions devoted to Tennyson, his family and 
friends; first English translations of famous 
books; modern first editions, and a supple- 
ment on “the literature of gossip,” comes 
from Elkins Mathews Ltd., of London. 
This octavo catalog contains 224 pages and 
1,747 items. The preface is devoted to 
the reasons for a general revaluation of 
rare book stock, and especially the con- 
tents of this catalog: “The antiquarian 
booktrade is a sensitive barometer of world 
conditions. During the boom period of a 
couple of years ago prices soared beyond 
anything that had previously been experi- 
enced, and there seemed no limit to the 
amount which dealers had to pay, and con- 
sequently to ask, for rare books. The 
slump has changed all that. One of the 
greatest modern book collectors recently 
drew our attention to this by comparing 
the prices of books with those of bonds and 
stocks. “Taking up a book which was cata- 
loged at £850 and translating this sum into 
the terms of his holding in certain stocks, 
the permanent value of which is no less 
assured than that of the book in question, 
he calculated that two years ago, and prob- 
ably two years hence, £850 worth of stock 
could be sold for £2,000. The price of any 
article must bear some relation to general 
world values, and it would be an astound- 
ing situation if when all other prices had 
fallen those of books should remain unaf- 
fected. Every bookseller has on his shelves 
books that were bought during the boom 
period and at the prices that then ruled. 
He must as a result adopt one of three 
courses of action. First, he may regard a 
recovery of prices as likely to take place 
in a very short time and decide to hold his 
books until this happens; or second, he may 
make up his mind to face the facts and sell 
at a loss; or, third, he may overhaul his 
whole stock and mark down his cost and 
selling price in accordance with present 
values—thus being a mere rationalization of 
the second course. After careful consider- 
ation we decided to adopt this last measure 
and undertake a careful revaluation of all 
our books. It was completed in February 
last, and this catalog is issued on the new 
basis. A comparison of the prices in it 
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with those in its predecessors of even a year 
ago is, we suggest, the best test of how fa, 
our work has been done.” Collectors 0; 
booksellers having a file of the catalogs of 
Elkins Mathews Ltd. will find it wel] 
worth while to make the comparison sug- 
gested, for this bookshop has an interna- 
tional reputation for a skillful knowledge 
of rare book values. The preface concludes 
with these words: ‘““We wish to say in con- 
clusion that our course of action has not 
been dictated by a course of despair. On 
the contrary, we were never more conti- 
dent of the future of our trade. Book- 
collecting is not a passing fancy. First edi- 
tions have been in demand for centuries 
past; they will be in demand for centuries 
to come; and as the number of them that 
come into the market must diminish each 
year, their price will again advance on any 
return to general prosperity.” 


R. CLARA BARRUS, biographer of 
John Burroughs, died at the home of 
her sister, Mrs. John Douglas Johnson, at 
Scarsdale, N. Y., on April 4, after an ill- 
ness of about three months. Several days 


before her death Dr. Barrus completed 
reading and correcting the proof sheets of 
a book entitled ““Whitman and Burroughs, 
Comrades,” which will be published next 
month by Houghton Mifflin Company. The 
volume contains a number of fascinating 
unpublished letters of Walt Whitman and 
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throws much fresh light on his life and 
writings. Here are also found contempo- 
raneous records of the receptions given 
“Leaves of Grass” by European and Ameri- 
can writers, along with outpourings, fav- 
orable or derisive, concerning the man 
himself. Gossip is given of the literary 
Bohemians of the early 1860's, including a 
piquant account of “Ada Clare,” the Queen 
of Bohemia. Glimpses are given of Emer- 
son, Alcott, and Thoreau, of Washington, 
D. C., in Civil War days and of Lincoln. 
The main purpose of the book, however, is 
to show “comradeship” as exemplified in 
Whitman and Burroughs. An uncut first 
edition, limited to 250 copies, promises to 
become a rare collector’s item.

‘The Yale Library, like 
Yale itself, has been built up by the good 
will and generosity of graduates and other 
friends of the institution, and the associates 
have organized themselves to make the li- 
brary richer and therefore more useful. 
American scholars will be grateful to them 
and Professor Tinker for this latest ac- 
quisition of important English material.” 


WO products of native Abyssinian 

craftsmanship—a Bible covered with 
gold and silver, and an elaborately fash- 
ioned processional cross, sent by Haile Se- 
lassie, Emperor of Ethiopia, have just been 
received by Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman, 
bishop of Washington. ‘The two tributes 
were sent in gratitude for a prayer offered 
at the Washington Cathedral at the time of 
the Emperor’s coronation. The Bible is a 
handsome volume, 10 by 14 inches, bound 
in purple plush, covered with silver and 
washed in gold. Bishop Freeman pointed 
out that these gifts were of more than or- 
dinary significance because of the fact that 
Abyssinia is said to be one of the oldest 
Christian countries in the world. The 
Bible will be added to the comprehensive 
collection of sacred literature which will 
ultimately be on display in the proposed 
cathedral library. 


ILFRED PARTINGTON, in his 

analysis in The Bookman of the cur- 
rent demand for first editions in England, 
places Sir Walter Scott, Kate Greenaway, 
D. H. Lawrence, J. B. Priestley and A. P. 
Herbert at the head of the list in the order 
named. American authors, whose first edi- 
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tions are in greatest demand in England, 
are led by Mark Twain, Bret Harte, John 
G. Whittier and Stephen Crane. Anthony 
Trollope, who for a long period was at 
the head, or near it, of the list of English 
authors in most demand is now nearly at 
the foot of the Jist.

Street, London, W.1, writes: “I am 
engaged upon a book, ‘Bibliographic Ad- 
ventures Among the Plays of W. S. Gilbert 
and the Gilbert and Sullivan Operas,’ and 
shall be very grateful if any of your readers 
would be so kind as to send me particulars 
of any plays not found in the collected 
editions. The British Museum is sadly 
lacking in Gilbertian material and has none 
of the rarities. It is not generally known 
that W. S. Gilbert has nearly one hundred 
plays to his credit.” 


HE announcement of “A Bibliogra- 

phy of Cervantes,” by J. D. M. Ford, 
comes from the Harvard University Press. 
It contains 546 pages, and includes critical 
and biographical studies, as well as the 
works of the great Spanish author, both in 
their original text and in translation. This 
large and scholarly work is the result of 
years of scholarly labor and research. 


AST October the original copy of the 
German constitution of 1849 was 
stolen from the Reichstag. The precious 
volume has at last been discovered and one 
Walter Wohlgemuth charged with the 
theft. Wohlgemuth denied stealing the 
document but admitted having received a 
parcel-room check through the mail, having 
gone to the station and claimed a package 
which contained the precious document and 
having hastened to Basle where he at- 
tempted to sell it. He also admitted having 
carried on a correspondence with leading 
foreign collectors and agents in an attempt 
to dispose of it. It is understood the vol- 
ume was to have been sent to America in 


a few days. 


CATALOG of “Two Hundred Ex- 

amples of Early English Printing, in- 
cluding Rare Volumes from the Heber, 
Huth, Pembroke and Britwell Libraries,” 
comes from William H. Robinson Ltd., of 
London. Each book is of interest as an

The Rosenbach Exhibition of Autographic Material Relating to the 
History of America Is Incomparable 


N_ exhibition of “memorable docu- 
ments in American history from 
Columbus to Hoover” were placed 

on view at the book rooms of The Rosen- 
bach Company, 15 East 51st Street, in this 
city, on April 14th and will be open to the 
public until June 15th. ““As custodians, for 
the time being,” says The Rosenbach Com- 
pany, “we are displaying them for a brief 
period, so that those who care may see and 
enjoy them.” The catalog of the exhibit, 
an admirable piece of typography, printed 
by The Southworth Press, of Portland, 
Maine, is an octavo of 107 pages and de- 
scribes several hundred items. No exhibi- 
tion of autographic material relating to the 
history of America worthy of comparison 
with it has ever been held here or abroad. 
Its value has been placed at many mil- 
lions of dollars, and some idea of the im- 
imense stock of the historical autographic 
material owned by this famous bookshop 
may be formed when we realize that these 
nuggets are a comparatively small selection 
from thousands of valuable letters, docu- 
ments, and manuscripts owned by it. “We 
have selected,” says The Rosenbach Com- 
pany, “for this exhibition what we consider 
foundation documents; letters of a personal 
nature, however important, have not been 
included. It was a task of no mean magni- 
tude to set forth only documents of the 
highest historical significance. Of two hun- 
dred letters of Washington we have select- 
ed three; of a great number of Lincoln’s 
perhaps a dozen. We have chosen roughly 
two hundred important papers for inclu- 
sion in this catalog, out of thousands in our 
stock. We have included only autograph 
locuments. With the single exception of 
the famous Bull of Demarcation of Pope 
\lexander VI, no other printed matter is 
n ‘luded, as we are reserving for a future 
exhibition printed Americana, books, pam- 
p lets, aid broadsides.” 
_ The documents relating to the period of 
‘(iscovery are unquestionably the most im- 
portant ever offered for sale. Here, for in- 


stance, are three basic documents of the 
greatest interest and value: The Codex of 
the Three Voyages of Columbus, as told by 
him to his friend Bernaldez; the only copy 
known of the Spanish edition of the famous 
Bull dividing America into two parts, 
printed in 1511; and the great letter of 
Diego Columbus, son of the Great Discov- 
erer, describ-ng scenes in the lately discov- 
ered lands, written in 1512, the earliest 
surviving letter to cross the Atlantic from 
the New World. Here is the famous Edict 
of August 14, 1521, written the day after 
Cortez captured the City of Mexico; his 
letters to the King and Queen of Spain 
and their letters to him, on the expedition 
that discovered Lower California; and the 
superb Pizarro letter in which he sends 
troops to succor the great Captain Alma- 
gro, who it was feared was captured by the 
Indians. 

The documents relating to the American 
Revolution are numerous and of the great- 
est historical value. Here is the only ofh- 
cial certified copy of the Declaration of 
Independence, with the exception of the one 
owned by the United States Government, 
the only certified copy of the Articles of 
Confederation known, and the covering let- 
ters in which Benjamin Franklin trans- 
mits the documents to Frederick the Great, 
on behalf of the Congress, in order that he 
may recognize the independence of the 
American Colonies. Outside of the Na- 
tional Archives. in the National Capital, no 
greater set of documents was ever placed 
on exhib:tion. This is only one lot of many 
relating to the Declaration. For instance, 
there is a letter written by Silas Deane 
with which a copy of the Declaration was 
sent to the King of France, in the hope 
that he might give aid to the struggling 
Colonies; and the official notification, 
signed by John Hancock, president of the 
Continental Congress, on July 6, 1776, 
to the Colonies themselves. In a unique 
set of letters of the Signers, nearly all 
relate to the Declaration, Richard Henry 
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Lee, who introduced the Declaration of 
Independence in the Continental Congress, 
writes on June 2, expressing the feeling 
that led him to propose his historic resolu- 
tion; on June 12, William Ellery mentions 
in his great letter of that date that Con- 
gress is taking up seriously Lee’s famous 
motion for Independence, and that it will 
be voted on in three weeks; on July 1, 
1776, Thomas Jefferson, the author of the 
Declaration, writes that his sentiments re- 
garding the liberties of America are ex- 
pressed in a ‘Declaration which I was 
lately directed to draw;” and in a letter 
dated July 4th, Caesar Rodney describes 
the actual scenes in Congress at the pass- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence; 
this being the only letter written on that 
day by a Signer giving an account of the 
dramatic events that led to the passing of 
the immortal resolution. Rodney’s descrip- 
tion of his ride through thunder and light- 
ning, in order to cast his vote for Indepen- 
dence is as stirring as that of Paul Rev- 
ere’s. Six days later, on July 12, Button 
Gwinnett affixes his signature, together 
with five other Signers, to a resolution or- 
dering the building of ships for the navy of 
the United States. 

The history of the Civil War can be 
traced from the firing on Fort Sumter to 
the surrender of Lee at Appomatox. The 
unpublished private log of the Monitor in 
which is graphically described the famous 
fight with the Merrimac, a fight that 
revolutionized the navies of the world, is 
a document of international historical in- 
terest. A few of the outstanding Lincoln 
documents include the famous speech, “A 
House Divided Against Itself Cannot 
Stand”; a plan of a campaign in 1861; 
the first draft of the Emancipation 
Proclamation; the famous Baltimore ad- 
dress; the original manuscript of his last 
presidential message to Congress; and a 
superb letter in which he expresses the 
same sentiment which immortalized the 
address at Gettysburg, a sense of deep 
gratitude towards the soldiers who bled 
and died for the Union. 

The General Grant letters form a mar- 
velous group. ‘There is a fine letter writ- 
ten to his father just after he had enlisted; 
a letter describing the victory near Port 
Gibson which led to the fall of Vicksburg; 
fifty letters to his generals, 1863 to 1865, 
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all relating to their commands; the official 
consent to Sherman’s “March to the Sea;” 
a despatch to Lincoln telling of Sheridan’s 
success, which was one of the immediate 
causes of Lee’s surrender two weeks later; 
and the famous telegram to Secretary 
Stanton, stating that “General Lee sur- 
rendered the Army of Northern Va. this 
afternoon on terms proposed by myself.” 
Other war letters include a letter written 
by General Meade at Gettysburg, July 5, 
two days after the battle; a letter of Gen- 
eral Sherman, August 15, 1863, on the con- 
quest of the Mississippi; the resolution of 
the Confederate Congress which forced 
Jefferson Davis to appoint General Lee 
commander-in-chief of the Southern 
armies; a letter of General Sherman out- 
lining his famous march from Savannah 
through the Carolinas to the sea. 

Perhaps the most dramatic document in 
the entire collection is Surgeon Taft’s 
account of events in Ford’s Theater on the 
assassination of President Lincoln and at 
his deathbed. ‘Taft says his ‘‘attention was 
directed toward the President’s box, by 
the report of a pistol and I saw a man 
drop from the State box, shouting as he 
did so ‘Sic semper tyrannis’; as he struck 
the stage he partly fell, sinking down un- 
til his knees touched the floor. ..a few mo- 
ments of great confusion followed 
I heard shouts for a surgeon; this was the 
first intimation I had that any one had 
been wounded; I sprang upon the stage, 
calling out that I was a surgeon, when | 
was seized by several men and lifted up to 
the State box; when I entered, the Presi- 
dent was lying upon the floor, surrounded 
by a number of men, who were lifting him 
to remove him.” Taft describes in detail 
the removal of the President to a nearby 
house, and the attempt made to save his 
life, with a full account of his lamented 
death. 

No adequate idea can be given of this 
wonderful collection in two pages. It must 
be seen to be properly appreciated. Much 
has been written about two other exhibi- 
tions held this season by The Rosenbach 
Company, that of incunabula, and another 
of illuminated manuscripts, authors’ manu- 
scripts and rare books, but for the student 
of American history this exhibition has 4 
real dramatic interest that has never been 
surpassed.

terest. “These books are “100 Red Days” 
by Edgar Sisson which is a personal chroni- 
cle of the Russian Revolution as witnessed 
by the author while serving as President 
Wilson’s_ special representative; ‘‘Why 
Recognize Russia” by Fischer; ‘The 
X Y Z of Communism” by Colton; and 
“Pan-Sovietism” by Hopper. 

Booksellers will welcome a new book of 
sonnets by one of America’s leading and 
most popular poets, Edna St. Vincent 
Millay whose ‘Fatal Interview” is pub- 
lished by Harper. Among other additions 
to the poetry shelf is a revised edition of 
“The Book of American Negro Poetry,” 
compiled by James Weldon Johnson. 
Houghton Mifflin brings out a volume of 
“Selected Poems of William Vaughn 
Moody.” “An Introduction to Edwin 
Arlington Robinson” by Cestre has been 
combined with selections from the works 
of this popular poet into a one-volume 
edition. Another poet is represented by 
his personal letters. A two-volume collec- 
tion of “The Letters of John Keats,” 
edited by Maurice Forman, is published 
by Oxford University Press. 

Lincoln Steffens, a renowned newspaper 
reporter and editor whose life has been 
a series of interesting experiences and one 
of close contacts with many famous people, 


has written his autobiography. Among 
other interesting biographies is “The Cen- 
tury of the Reaper,” primarily a life of 
Cyrus Hall McCormick, the inventor of 
the reaper, but which also gives a picture 
of the progress of American agriculture 
during the last century. It is written by 
his grandson, Cyrus McCormick.  An- 
other period in American history is treated 
in “The Rise of U. S. Grant” by Conger 
which is a study of his military career. 
The modern Italian, Gabriele D’Annunzio, 
is portrayed by Nardelli and Livingston 
in a biography entitled ‘Gabriel the Arch- 
angel.” ‘There is also a life of the Spanish 
author, Cervantes, by Ydarra. 

Spring is the time to promote sales of 
garden books. “Perennial Gardens” by 
Ortloff, should not be overlooked. 

“Meet the Spaniards” by Phillips should 
be of interest at a time when the govern- 
mental affairs of Spain are at such a crisis. 
“Green Hell” by Duguid, as well as the 
numerous McBride Dollar Travel Books 
listed in this Record should find places 
among the bookseller’s travel stock. 

Some interesting books of miscellaneous 
subject matter are Seldes’ “Can These
